A New Type of Jacket. 


Women have been introduced to an a ag 
new type of jacket this season—at least, 
is not more than thirty years old, which, a 
fashions go to-day, means that it is novel ‘and 
interesting. 

This is the blouse-jacket, which is being 
shown in nearly every collection, and which. 
at first sight, exactly resembles a blouse of 
the same material as the skirt. 

If you have any difficulty in understanding 
what I mean, look at the fashion plates of 
1900 or thereabouts, when women wore their 
hats perched over their noses and their skirts 
swirling round their neatly-booted feet.

Now it has returned, although changed, of 
course, for the modern figure,. while the 
revers are missing. Now it usually fastens 
close to the neck, so that until it is slipped 
off one is deceived into thinking that it is 
the top of the dress. 

A blouse of silk crépe or v fine woollea 
voile may complete it, although a one-piece 
dress, with a bodice in a-silk of contrasting 
colour, is often worn with it. 

Let me add that this type of one-piece dress 
promises to be very popular this winter. ‘To 
make an alliance with the skirt, the top may 
be trimmed at neck, or cuffs, or collar wi 
incrustations of the heavier material. Different 
dressmakers treat this style in different ways, 
but never was there such unanimity about 
any fashion.

THE YEAR’S WORK.. 


Five hundred and twenty-two patients 
were admitted to the sanatorium’ during the 
year, and 439 discharged.

Derry Estimates.

DERRY , Saturday. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Derry 
Rural Council. te-day, Mr. J. A. Moore, 
County Surveyor, submitted the road main- 
tenance estimates for the year ending Mareh 
51, 1952. 
He estimated the maintenance of registered 
roads at £14,798; County Conuncil’s insurance 
contributions, £107; steam-rolling expenses,

£75; sundry repairs and Me work, £220, 
making a total oí £15,500, less fiíteen per 
cent. on- Class á roads (£10,280), £1,557, 
leaving a net total estimate of £12,943. 
The County Surveyor added that the total 
amount of the estimates was the same as for 
the current year, but he would draw atten- 
tion to the fact that it has been necessary to 
reduce the sum allocated to sundry repairs 
and bridge work to £220, in order not to 
exceed the standard amount, and, therefore, it 
would be necessary to control as mach as 
possible any commitments under this heading 
during the gram year. 

In his quarterly report Mr. Moore stated 
that the roads, generally speaking, had 
received fair attention from contractors 
during the quarter. The liabilities of the 
district in respect of road expenditure for the 
current financial year amounted at present to 
£15,904 19s. 3d., which was £404 19s. dd. 
over the limit,

“ Trishtown,’’ prawn on account of its | 
popularity in Dublin. A dozen or two 
“ prawns,’ with brown bread and butter, 
washed down with stout, form a most 
delicious repast worthy of any epicure on 
The “ prawn ” is a bad traveller, 
and does not bear carriage well, so that it 
is hardly ever likely to become widely 
known. In Venice, -under the name of 
‘“scampo,’’ it is much appreciated, the 
Adriatic supplying. it in considerable 
quantities. 

Wanderers by the quays at evening may 
see great boxes of pink, sprawling, 
pathetic-looking prawns, landed from the 
trawlers. They form an effective contrast 
with the dull greys, browns and dark 
greens of the other fish.

The appearance of Judge Artemus 
Jones in the New Year's Honours List 
last week reminds me of his connection 
with the statement: “‘ All the characters 
in this story are fietitious,’’ which appears 
in many novels. It is in consequence of 
his victory in a famous libel case that the 
statement is made to safeguard authors 
against a similar action. 

More recently Mr. George Moore figured 
in a somewhat similar case, with like 
results. An article was published in a 

riodical dealing with the conduct of 
Englidhinen in Boulogne, and the sup- 
posedly fictifious mame of ‘‘ Artemus 
Jones’? was mentioned. An action for 
libel was brought by the Judge, and the 
Court awarded him very substantial 
damages. The unfortunate author pleaded 
that he did not know that such an un- 
usual name as “ Artemus Jones’’ was In 
use, but that did not avail against the 
living demonstration that it was. The 
case in which Mr. George Moore was in- 
volved concerned his book entitled ' Lewis 
Seymour and Some Women,” but Mr. 
Moore had the assistance of a large 
number of authors and journalists in his 
defence.

The Rinuccini ACemoirs. 


I hear that the Irish Manuscripts Com- 
mission have decided to publish the 
Rinuccini Memoirs. For some months 
past & scholarly member of the Irish 
Province of the Capuchin Order has been 
collating the Dublin copy of these memoirs 
with the original Latin MS., now in a 
Milan library.

Joffre, however, cared little for the pomp 
and ceremony of epaulettes and gold braid, 
and with the fierce ire of his kind was 
ruthless in his judgments where in- 
competence on the part of politicians or 
military superiors was concerned. In the 
Marne retreat he dismissed nearly fifty 
generals because he considered that they 
had failed in the tasks allotted to them, 
and on many occasions he refused to take 
instructions from the Cabinet because he 
did not agree with them. 

“ We called him the life-buoy, the thing 
that wind and waves cannot harm, said 
Foch, speaking of him afterwards to his 
confidante, Raymond Recouly. ‘* Events 
are powerless against him. The outstand- 
ing trait in his character is certainty of 
judgment and  level-headedness, that 
amount to genins. He knows how to make 
his associate work well, which is the hall- 
mark of a real leader.’’ 

Joffre. like most countrymen, could at 
the most difficult times always go to bed 
to sleep immediately and to wake up at the 
exact hour that he wished, or had te wake. 
He had, too, the great heart of the country- 
men for all under his eare. It is told of 
him that once having asked for and found 
three volunteers to carry out a military 
operation that almost certainly meant 
death, he gave them their instructions and 
then stood faring them with bent head. 
As the men turned to leave him he stopped 
them and, with outstretched arms and with 
tears in said: “ Sinee when do 
children vo to face death without embrac- 
iii their father? : Then this Marshal of 
France kissed an turn the three men from 
the ranks who had come to do his bidding.

THE LAW AND MINORS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I observe with some surprise that one 
of the recommendations of the Joint Commiut- 
tee on the Courts of Justice Act, 1924- 
namely, number 67—1is “ that jurisdiction im 
the winding wp of companies and in lunacy 
and miuor matters should not be exercised by 
the Ciremt Court.” I have gone through the 


schedule to the report to find out on what evi- 


dence ihr very sv eaping recommendation has 
been made. Í cannot understand why a dis 
tinction is not drawn between minor 
matters” in which the parties have 
property of a substantial nature—which I, in 
common with all legal practitioners, would 
agree should be reserved to the Chief. Jus 
tice--and minor matters which arise out of 
Workmen’s Compensation Act cases and other 
similar matters, im which the minors have 
trivial sums, and are usually the orphans 
children of the working class. In the latter 
cases no man with any practical experience 
of the world and of courts, who. at the same 
time, possess feelings of humanity, could sug 
gest that any court other than thé Circuit 
Court is a proper tribunal. 

The old Recorder's Courts and County 
Courts had this jurisdiction by Statute, and 
the practitioners in those Courts, and now in 
the Circuit Court, treat cases of this sort on 
a semi-charitable basis, take the utmost per- 
sonal interest in the minors who are w ards of 
Court—as has been testified over aud over 
again both by the late. Judges end. the present 
Judges—and are only too glad to look after 
their interests, in mary cases literally with- 
out fee or reward. The court fees in connec- 
tion with such cases are extremely low. and 
any applications are dealt with locally on the 
oral testimony of the guardians and other 
witnesses. To transfer cases in which such 
small sums are concerned to the jurisdiction 
of the Chief Justice in Dublin. which would 
be utterly inaccessible to the witnesses in 
question, would be to inflict a great hardship

The Princess Royal. 

| “The death of the Princess Royal will 
be mourned by the King’s loyal subjects 
throughout the British Empire. Princess 
Louise, as she was ki. .m in her younger 
days, was His Majesty’s eldest sister, and 
one of the most popular members of the 
Royal Family. Her romantic marriage 
to the Eail of Fife, although it was not 
approved completely by Queen Victoria, 
established a new bond of sympathy 
between the Royal Family and the people, 
and her married life was exceedingly 
happy. In 1911 the Duke of Fife died 
as a result of the sinking of the P. and 
O. liner, Delhi, in the Mediterranean. 
On that sad occasion the Princess Royal 
and her children endured severe hard- 
ships, but happily they escaped in safety. 


Princess Royal came séldom before the 
public eye. She spent much of her time 
at Mar Lodge, her lovely home in the 
Highlands, rarely taking part in public 
functions. She was a woman of many 
gifts, being of an artistic turn of mind, 
with a keen interest in t'> art of the 
theatre. In her youth she had been an 
accomplished actress, and throughout her 


English drama. The Princess Royal never 
was very strong. She had been an invalid 
for some years; yet her death took the 
nation by surprise. The deep. sympathy 
of the whole British people will go out 
to the King in his bereavement. The 


| personal ties between the members of the 


Royal Family are exceptionally strong, 
and His Majesty always has been devoted 
to his sisters. To the youfiger generation 
the Princess Royal was little more than 
a name; but those of riper years will 
remember her as a cultured and modest 
lady with that high sense of duty that is 
common to all the members of her family, 
and a personal charm: that endeared her 
to the people. 


Marshal Joffre. 


Marshal Joffre died on Saturday morn- 
ing, and with his death another famous 
name of the Great War is added to the 
Pantheon of history. Already several of 
his colleagues in those dark days have 
| gone before him. The Earl of Ypres, 
Marshal Foch and their mutual comrade 
in arms, Lord Haig, are among their 
number, but of this galaxy of mulitary 
talent Joffre must hold always a unique 
place in the esteem of future generations. 
When the War began, the names of 
Schlieffen, Roon, and von Moltke were 
known, even if they were not familiar, in 
many terror-strickea’ homés, and the 
prospects of the allic1 cause seemed darker 
when it was known that another von 
Moltke, reared in the traditions of these 
soldiers, was in charge of the grand 
German assault. No name among the 
leaders of the allied armies suggested a 
like hope of ultimate success. Suddenly, 
however, we became acquainted through 
many photographs with the appearance of 
the man to whom France had entrusted 
armies, and we learnt that to his own 
troops he was known as “ Papa ”' Joffre 
As an introduction to a soldier in a time 
of international crisis the title, perhaps.

Joffre then, like 
Quintus Fabius, cunctando restituit ms 
His country hailed him as a saviour, and 
afterwards resurrected in his honour the 
title of Marshal of France, which had 
been in abeyance’ since the Second Empire. 
Before he was raised to this dignity, how- 
ever, the virtues that-later France was to 
esteem brought him into disfavour with 
certain politicians, He was held to be 
too cautious for an attacking commander, 
and in the autumn of 1916 he resigned 
under pressure. It is noteworthy 
that his immediate successor, Nivelle, 
brought the French Army to the 
verge of mutiny, from which jt needed 
all the energy of Marshal Pétain to rescue 
it; and not until Joffre’s own nominee,. 
Foch, was installed as Generalissimo, did 
the French Army hecome a serious factor 
again. Yet, when Nivelle’s failure 
appeared to’ prove his own policy right, 
Joffre was content to devote al] his 
energies to the advancing of Foch’s 
claims. His faith was justified by results, 
and the crowds who wil] attend the 
Marshal’s lying-in-state will show that 
his services are recognised fully by French- 
men at last.

Fascist Progress. 


The eighth year of the Fascist régime 
in Italy has been memorable for several 
reasons. In particular, it has witnessed 
a closer and jess vulnerable organisation 
of the ascist forces, By the reform of 
the (rand Council, says the Rome 
Correspondent of the Observer, the Fascist 
Party became dovetailed into the State, 
and now, with the recently constituted 
association of the “ Fasci Giovanili,’’ the 
new generations can be gathered into the 
Fascist fold. It is whispered that this 
reform is due to Signor Mussolini’s div 
appoint.nent with the apathy displayed by 
citizens—especially by the working. classes 
—towards Fascism. At all events, belief 
in the doctrine is now synonymous with 
loyalty to the State. There is a high 
Significance in the fact that Signor 
Mussolini has deemed an overt junction 
of the two ideals necessary. Nothing 
suggests that Fascism, as a vitally 
national force, is on the wane in Italy, 
but there is good cause to suppose that ite 
exuberances have lost their former 
popularity. Not only are many of the 
people apathetic, but 1930 saw the trial 
of several Italians for alleged conspiracy 
against the Fascist régime. A diminution 
of its clamour, indoed, will do Fascism 
no harm. Signor Mussolini ought to 
rejoice that enthusiasm for the cause has 
survived for so long as eicht years. Italy 
is faced with many problems whose 
solution call for hard work rather than 
patriotic ebullitions. To some of these

DELEGATE. 


“ GAVE HIS LIFE FOR 
RECONCILIATION.”

He was aiso accompanied by his son and 
his brother. He had been suffering from 
heart trouble for severa]) months. On 
his ae = had a relapse, but re- 
covered sufficiently to be at the opening 
of the Conference. Since then he had 
been lying ill ata London hotel. He was 
born in , and was educated at M.A.O. 
College, Aligarb, and Lincoln’s College, 
Oxford. Chief Educational Officer of 
Rampier State 1902-1903, he served in the 
Baroda Civil Service afterwards from 1904 
to 1910. He was editor and proprietor of 
Comrade, & weekly English newspaper, 
and Hamdard, a native daily newspaper. 
arded as a firebrand, he was 
an ally of Ghandi, and went to prison 
for his views. Later he became an avowed 
friend of Great Britain, and an opponent 
of civil disobedience. 

“IT have come as a friend of Great 
Britain,” he said .ón arrtval for the Con- 
ference, “ H the British public is will- 
ing to do justice to India, then India will 
remain connected with Great Britain im 
everlasting peace and friendship, other- 
wise it is a lost |) rinion.”’ 

He was confined under the Defence of 
India Act from June to December, 1919, 
and sentenced to two years’ rigorous im- 
prisonment during the first non-co-opera- 
tion movement.

DUKEDOM FOR HUSBAND. 


Princess Louise, the Princess Royal, who 
was 63, was probably the most retiring 
member of the Royal Family. She was 
born on February 20, 1867, and at the age 
o| twenty-two she married the Earl of 
Fife, who died in. 1912. It has been 
tated that Queen Victoria did not favour- 
aly regard her grand-daughter’s projected | 
marriage. A story, which circulated at the 
ume, was repeated by Mr. Michael 
aacDonage in his book, '“ The English 

ing." 

“The Queen went to Sandringham to 
discuss the matter with the Prince and 
Princess of Wales,” he wrote. ‘‘ Princess 
Louise met her at the door, and, with 
ears in her eyes, protested that if she was 
not allowed to marry Macduff (the family 
ee of Lord Fife), she would die an old 
maid. 

“* But, my dear,’ said the Queen, 
soothingly, ‘1 hardly know him. I must 
© something more of him, and judge 
what he is like.’ ”’ 

When the wedding took place the 
husband of the Princess was raised to the 
‘Cienity of a duke. It was at the wedding 
hreakfast that his promotion was an 
nounced. It was a marriage of great 
affection. From early days the Earl of 
rife was @ great friend of the Prince of 
Wales (afterwards King Edward VII.), 
and frequently visited Sandringham. 

This was not the first occasion that a 
lioval Princess had become the wife of a 
british nobleman, her aunt, Princess 
Louise, daughter of Queen Victoria, hav. 
ng married in 1871 the Marquis of Lorne, 
tne eldest son of the Duke of Argyll. 
When King Edward came to the 
[Throne the title of Princess Royal was 
conferred upon his eldest daughter, and 
the two daughters became Princesses. 
The Princess Royal’s elder danghter. 
the Duchess of Fife, was married in 19135 
to Prince Arthur of Connaught, and in 
1923 Princess Maud, the second daughter 
married Lord Carnegie, eldest son of the 
Farl of Southesk. ’

The Duke's body was brought home, and 
after a Service in Westminster Abbey was 
conveyed to Mar Lodge, near Braemar, his 
home, to be interred in a private vault. 
A PATRON OF THE THEATRE. 
The Princess Royal was probably the 
keenest patron of the theatre in the Royal 
Family, although since an illness in 1929, 
when she was suffering from gastric 
hemorrhuge, she Fad not been able to visit 


the theatre as often as she would have 


liked. The Princess’s interest in the 


theatre in later years probably sprang from: 


the fact that in her younger days she was 
an enthusiastic amateur actress, and often 
took part in private theatricals. A book- 
case in her London home contained a large 
number of plays, many of them inscribed 
with the tributes of the authors. ' 

Music, and especially Grand Opera, were 
among the Princess’s favourite interests, 
and she was often to be seen at the first 
night of the opera. She had a dislike of 
ceremonial, and loved simplicity im every 
Way. 

Her Royal Highness was a Lady of the 
Imperial Order of the Crown of India and 
of the Reval Order of Victoria and Albert, 
a Dame Grand Cross of the Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem in England, and 
(olonel-in-Chief of the 4/7th Dragoon 
Guards. : 

THE TITLE OF ** PRINCESS 
ROYAL.” 

“ Debrett’s Peerage,’ in a reference to 
the title of Princess Royal, states: ‘‘ From 
at least the time of George H., and up to 
1905. the courtesy title of ‘ Princess Royal’ 
was coneeded to and borne by the eldest 
daughter of the Sovereign for the time 
being, without any special warrant ; but in 
November, 1905, a Royal Warrant confirm- 
ing this style and title to the Duchess of 
Fife—eldest daughter cf King Edward VII.

On inquiry at the infirmary yesterday a 
reporter was informed that all of them 
had had a comfortable night and were pro- 


} gressing favourably. 


EXPRESS FROM EDINBURGH 


The train was the ].N.E.R. express, 
which left Waverley station, Edinburgh, 
at noon on Saturday and was due at 
Carlisle at 2.32 p.m. As the train ap- 

roached a curve at the point where the 

.N.E.R. line joins the L.M.S., about a 
mile north of Carlisle station, the engine 
left the. metals, overturned, and partly 
buried itself in the cinder embankment. 

The first coach was swung right across 
four sets of metals; the second coach, the 
top of which was ripped completely off, 
and the dining. saloon were telescoped 
and flung down the embankment, while 
the third coach mounted the top of the 
other wreckage. The last two coaches 
only remained on the line. 


REDUCED TO MATCHWOOD. 


The three killed and most of the injured 
were travelling in the first coach; which, 
with the second, was reduced to matchwood 
and splintered glass. 

Railway officials, police doctors and 
ambulance men were rushed to the scene, 
but before they arrived some men of the 
Border Regiment, stationed at Carlisle 
Castle, who were playing football in an 
adjoining field, and many civilians, went 
to the rescue of the passengers. 

A railway employé, who went to the 
scene from Carlisle station, paid a warm 
tribute to the work of the soldiers and of 
some women living in cottages a hundred 
yards from the spot. 

“When I arrived, ”' he told a reporter, 
‘the soldiers and civilians, particularly 
the women, were doing all in their power 
to comfort the injured. 

“The women and children among the 
passengers behaved splendidly. There was 
not a sign of panic, and many of the 
women who were uninjured went to the 
assistance of those in the wreckage. I 
saw Mrs. Cameron, a doctor, working 
i among the injured, and was struck by the 
courage and fortitude she displayed in a 
trying situation." 


CARRIAGE COLLAPSED. 
Captain Mackintosh, of Lingfield House, 
Musselburgh, Edinburgh, who was travel-

ling in the same carriage as Mrs. Haworth 
and her two sons, told a graphic story. He 
was cut about the face, and was treated 
at the infirmary for his mjuries. 

“ The thing that struck me about the 
smash,” Captain Mackintosh said, “ was 
that it all seemed to happen so slowly. 
First of all, there was a rattle and crunch- 
ing as the engine left the metals and dived 
into the embankment. Our coach was 
slung around, and gradually the whole oi 
our carriage seemed to collapse. As the 
coach behind crashed imto ours glass and 
woodwork were splintered, and instinc- 
tively I put my hands to my face to 

rotect myself. A piece of flying Gore. 
atest cut my face. I just sat tight in 
the corner while the carriage splintered to 
bits.”’ : 

Other passengers told the reporter that 
men and women were tossed about like 
shuttlecocks. There were loud shrieks from 
the women and children, but as soon as 
they got clear of the débris the passengers 
behaved splendidly. 


DRIVER AND FIREMAN 
ESCAPE. 


The driver and fireman of the train had 
remarkable escapes; for the engine was 
embedded in the cinder embankment 
almost up to the driving cabin. Driver 
Eskdale is still in hospital at Carlisle, but 
his fireman, Mr. John Wardie, of Meadow 
Creseent, Edinburgh, was only slightly 
injured and was able to leave the infirmary 
after treatment. ‘‘ I know nothirg about 
the accident,” said Mr. Wardle; “ I was 
going on with my werk at the time and was 
stunned by the shock. 1 remember 
nothing at all until I found that I had to 
climb out from below the engi I sup- 
pose I must have been flung clear when the 
engine left the metals.” 

It was some time before the dead and 
injured could be got clear of the wreckage. 
When darkness fell the breakdown gangs 
worked by the light of flares and the glow 
of bonfires made from some of the débris, 
All through the night the men worked 
ceaselessly, and early yesterday a powerful 
crane was brought to the spot to lift the 
engine and the heavier wreckage out of the 
embankment. 

A preliminary inquiry by officials of the 
L.N.E.R. and the L.M.S. will be held at 
Carlisle Station to-day.

There is, 
actually, a big increase in the number of 
fruit gardens and orchards under one acre

That is the reason why, with 
apparently less land under fruit, the rate of 
moduétion stands so high. 

The result has been the revival of írnit- 
crowing associations, started before the War, 
and. the formation of new ones for the pro- 
tection of growers’ interests. Such com- 
bination not only helps the work of market- 
ng in bulk, but enables members to procure 
supphes of packages and packing :naterial ‘at 
the best possible rates. 

HOW TO STORE APPLES. 

This year, on account of the bumper crop 
of apples and the difficulty experienced in 
marketing with profit, there are still large 
quantities of Jate cooking apples, such as 
Bramley’s Seedling, Newton Wonder, Lane's 
Prince Albert and Lord Derby, and growers 
should examine their stock to see how they 
are keeping. The store should be properly 
ventilated so as to prevent moulds appearing 
on the fruit, and all diseased fruit should be 
removed. Care should also be taken to pre- 
vent the store hecoming hot and drv, as this 
would cause the fruit ‘to shrive! and lose its 
good appearance. 

It. is. well known that the bes: quality fruit 
does uot always bring the highest price, 
because .of improper packing This 
applies especially to, apples in barrels and 
boxes, Each box or barrel shovld carry 
only one grade of fruit, as mixed lots
